"Growths  such  as  Pi  lion,  Maarad,  ant1  Nahda  are  tha  sub  j  act  of  good 
inquiry,  especially  Nahda,  which  is  vary  much  sought  after.  The 
Continent  have  been  buyers  of  Sakollaridis,  Ashmouni,  and  ether  growths, 
whilst  England  has  shown  interest  espacially  in  Ashmouni,  and  secondly 
in  the  lower  grades  of  Sakellaridis . " 


M.  S.  Oasulli  &  Co.,  Alexandria,  November  26th:- 
"Market  has  been  more  calm  this  week  for  almost  all  varieties, 
particularly  for  Sakel. 

"Sakellaridis ,  -  Business  done  in  various  grades,  premiums  weakening. 
Ashmouni  and  Zagora  have  formed  the  bulk  of  business  at  unchanged 
premiums.      Maarad.  -  This  variety  saems  destined  to  gain  ground  by  its 
good  quality  and  its  low  cost  of  production.      The  business  put  through 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season  has  outnumbered  that  for  the  cor- 
respond.* ng  time  last  year.      Its  low  price  is  certainly  a  contributing 
factor       ***  " 


REDUCTION  OF  COTTON  AC  "HE  AGE  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester,   issue  of  December  6,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  J.  Rolo  &  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated  November  28th:- 

"  .   .   .  .  The  proposal  to  reduce  the  acreage  under  Sakel  during  the 
next  three  years  by  40  per  cent,  and  to  limit  its  cultivation  to 
certain  defined  zones  in  the  Northern  Delta  has  already  bean  approved 
officially.      What  the  axact  acreage  will  bo  under  this  restriction 
is  not  yet  known,  but  in  view  of  this  drastic  reduction  we  doubt 
whether  the  next  Sakel  crop  will  very  much  exceed  a  million  cantars. 
Other  growths  of  a  better  yield  per  acre  will,  of  course,  replace 
Sakel  on  tho  lands  where  the  cultivation  of  the  latter  will  not  be 
permitted,  and  of  those  outside  growths  Maarad  will  take  the  first 
placo.      If  tho  restriction  of  Sakellaridis  as  described  is  maintained 
for  three  years,   the  extinction  by  that  time  of  this  excellent  growth 
which  has  served  Egypt  so  well  during  the  past  twenty  years  is  almost 
certain,  and  the  only  cotton  among  the  existing  growths  which  can  take 
its  place  is  Maarad.      Another  variety  of  cotton  likely  to  become 
popular  among  growers  as  well  as  spinners  is  Giza  7.      It  is  in  every 
respect  an  excellent  cotton  but  not  so  long  in  staple  as  Sakel,  and 
therefore  much  shorter  than  the  staplo  of  Maarad. 

"The  next  Maarad  crop  is  axpieted  to  attain  at  least  a  million 
cantars.      Spinners  who  have  hesitated  so  far  to  employ  this  cotton 
regularly  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  supplies  will,   therefore,  have 
no  reason  for  fears  in  this  respect."

"Cotton"  of  I.lanchest  or ,   issuo  cf  Dscombor  6,  quotes  as  follows  from 
tho  Monthly  Crop  Report  of  the  Alexandria  Goneral  Produce  Association, 
dated  Alexandria,  Dec3nber  3*- 

?,L07/EH  EGYPT.  -  Weather  conditions  during  tho  month  had  little 
or  no  offoct  on  tho  crop,  as  scarcely  any  cotton  romainod  on  plants 
in  tho  north3rn  portion  of  tho  Dolta,  and  nono  at  all  in  tho  south. 
All  cotton  has  now  boon  picked.      Tho  yiold  por  foddan,  according 
to  districts  and  vari3tios,   is  from  10  to  25  por  cent,  loss  than 
1929.      This  reduction  in  yiold  is  partly  compensated  by  the  increase 
in  acreago.      The  ginning  yiold,  as  stated  last  month,   is  loss  than 
in  1929  for  Sakellaridis  and  Maarad,  and  about  tho  same  for  other 
var iet  ios .

The  Department  assumes  no  responsibility 
for  the  accuracy  and  reliability  of  these  quotad  statements,  and 
undar  no  circums tancas  should  they  be  rapublishad  as  having  baan 
issued  by  the  Dapartment  of  Agriculture. 


LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Badford  Standard  of  Dacamber  28  states  as  follows: 

"In  spite  of  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  staple  cctton  markets 
were  not  wholly  inactive,   though  cottcn  mill  men  are  making  avery 
possible  effort  to  avoid  incurring  any  further  invantory  obligations 
until  if  tar  the  close  of  their  fiscal  year. 

"Priors  wero  said  in  some  quarters  to  be  slightly  softer  to  firm 

bids,  but  nominally  quotations  wore  unchanged  from  a  week  ago.  *** 

*  *  * 

"There  ware  raports  that  Pima  cotton  had  boon  thrown  on  the 
market  at  distressed  prices,  and  cartain  lots  containing  both  threes 
and  twos,  with  a  staple  langth  slightly  under  normal  that  could  be 
bought  as  low  as  18  cants,  which  is  the  lowest  prico  ever  reachjd 
by  Pima  cctton.  -  at  least  in  this  market.      For  number  twos  the 
price  ranges  in  the  neighborhood  of  22  cents  to  23  cents,  whila 
numbor  ones  of  full  inch  and  thrao  Dighths  staple  is  quoted  at  24  cents. 
It  is  quite  possible,  however,  to  shade  these  prices  by  making  a  firm 
of for,  but  there  has  been  so  little  demand  that  it  is  hard  to  say 
just  how  much  they  can  be  shaded, 

"Egyptians  have  baan  dull  and  inactive,  and  prices  are  rather 
problematical  because  of  the  lack  of  bona  fide  demand  to  tost  out 
tentative  quotations. 

"Current  market  levels  on  middling  prompt  shipment  American  Peelors 
classed  on  governmant  grade  and  staple  standards  and  basod  on  March 
futures  are:
